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Mum’s desperate 

plea to find home 



A HAVERHILL mum, 
paralysed from the 
shoulders down, is 
pleading with local 
authorities to help her 
lead “some sort of 
proper life”. 

Toni Cant broke her 
neck in a horrific car 
crash on New Year’s Day 
in 2010. 

Since then she feels her prob¬ 
lems have been “swept under 
the carpet” by those who said 
they would help her find 
somewhere suitable to live. 

Despite her severe disability 
the 23-year-old is still living in 
the two-storey house she was 
renting in Bloomsfield Road, 
Haverhill, before the accident, 
having suffered a series of 
knock-backs from housing 
officials in her search for a more 
appropriate home. 

Restricted to sleeping and 
living in her small front room, 
Ms Cant has not had a shower 
in almost a year, and her 5-year- 
old daughter, Scarlett, has to live 
with her grandmother, Anna 
Cant, on the other side of town. 

Ms Cant, who was in hospital 
for eight months, said she only 
expected to return to her old 
home for a short period before

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housing officials found her a 
home more suited to her needs. 

She said: “They must have 
known I would have to come 
home at some point and that I 
would need somewhere to 
come back to - but they did not 
do anything. 

“At first they said they would 
get me a bungalow but then 
they said there wasn’t the space. 
Then they mentioned adapting 
a house but they came back and 
said that wasn’t possible. 

“Now they say they will build 
a house but that will take at least 
a couple of years. I get my hopes 
up and I get let down. 

“I just want to get some sort 
of proper life and to be a proper

mum. The worst thing is not 
having my daughter with me.

Ms Cant’s landlord, Suffolk 
Housing Society, said St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
informed them of their tenant’s 
disability but they did not have 
any suitable properties. 

Sue Philp, operations director, 
said: “Unfortunately we do not 
carry a lot of that type of spec¬ 
ialised stock in housing and 
conversion can be very difficult. 

“Ms Cant was advised to 
approach other landlords in the 
area.” 

Havebury Housing Partner¬ 
ship said it now planned to 
accommodate Ms Cant in a 
future Haverhill development. 

Karen Mayhew, chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “Due to Toni Cant’s 
specific needs, Havebury does 
not currently have any suitable 
homes available. 

“However, we have been in 
discussion with her in recent 
weeks to find a solution. 

“We hope to be able to build 
her a purpose-built home in 
one of our new developments in 
Haverhill in the next 18 to 24 
months.” 

After being contacted by the 
Weekly News, Anne Gower, 
county councillor for Haverhill, 
said she would looking into the 
case.

The assault took place in Camps 
Road between 12.30am and 1.15am 
on Sunday. 

The 47-year-old was walking 
opposite the town’s recreation field 
when the offender struck. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk police 
said: “She was walking opposite the 
rec when she heard someone behind 
her, but could not see anyone.

Town gets £1.7m boost 


A FUNDING windfall has come 
Haverhill’s way as nearly £1.7 
million has been earmarked for 
development projects in the 
town. 

The Government money will 
include £750,000 to be invested 
in the High Street, a further 
£750,000 to develop Hanchet 
End Business Park, and £180,000 
which will be put towards the 
construction of 10 affordable 
homes on the junction of Kestrel 
Road and Millfields Way. 

Cllr Terry Clements, chairman 
of the borough’s growth part¬ 
nership board, said that the 
money came as a result of St 
Edmundsbury Council’s decision 
to take out loans rather than 
grants when the borough was 


named a growth area in 2007. 

He said: “Many councils 
simply handed over their money 
to developers, but we decided to 
safeguard funds for the future. 

“By negotiating loans we can 
recycle that money, at a time 
when public funds are drying up, 
into other projects when the 
loans are repaid. 

“Everybody benefits - the 
developers get a helping hand to 
kick-start their plans, jobs are 
created and we get to use the 
money again.” 

The High Street is set to be 
renovated from Market Square to 
Quakers Lane, covering street 
furniture, lighting and paving. 
Consultation over these plans 
will begin in May.

SCHOOLS across the region 
have had their individual GCSE 
results published for the first 
time. 

The move is part of a Government 
effort to help parents come to a more 
informed decision on where to send 
their child. 

The new tables drawn up by the 
Department for Education give 
information on the achievement and 
attainment of pupils in secondary 
schools, and how they compare with 
other schools in their local authority 
and in England as a whole. 

In addition to giving background 
information on every school in 
England, the statistics present all GCSE 
results from last year. These include the 
percentage of pupils achieving grades 
A* to C in each school - previously these 
had to include English and maths - and 
year-by-year comparisons. 

St Edmundsbury schools performed 
particularly well, with 79.1 per cent of 
its secondary school pupils picking up 
at least five GCSEs at grades A* to C in 
any subjects. 

This was far higher than the average 
of 74.3 per cent for the Eastern region 
and makes the borough the highest

achiever in Suffolk. 

But just 54.3 per cent of pupils in the 
borough achieved at least five A*s to Cs 
including maths and English, below the 
regional average of 56 per cent. 

The county as a whole failed to reach 
national averages of achievement at 
GCSE level. 

Whereas Suffolk was marginally 
above the national average for pupils 
with five grades A* to C at any subject in 
2006 with 59.4 per cent, by last year it 
had failed to improve at the national 
rate and was more than 4 per cent 
below England’s average. 

The tables, designed to complement 
the work of Ofsted inspections and 
school prospectuses, also show how 
pupils have progressed from Key Stage 2 
to Key Stage 4 by tracking test and exam 
scores, and for the first time take into 
account the increasingly popular 
English Baccalaureate. 

Michael Gove, Education Secretary 
said: “We live in an age when people 
expect more information, not less, in all 
areas of life. Our schools should be no 
different. For too long exam results in 
schools have been hidden.”

Pile-up leads 
to road chaos 


A MULTI-VEHICLE pile- 
up on a nearby motorway 
caused havoc on roads as 
far away as Haverhill this 
week, as the regions in¬ 
frastructure was once 
more called into quest¬ 
ion. 

The crash - which involved 
four HGVs, a coach and four 
cars - left five people injured 
and wreaked havoc for motor¬ 
ists across Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk. 

The crash happened at New¬ 
port, six miles north of the turn¬ 
off for Bishop’s Stortford and 
Stansted Airport, at 10am on 
Monday. The road only fully re¬ 
opened after 6.30pm. 

But the knock-on effect of the 
Highways Agency’s diversions 
was felt across the region. 

Chris Cullen, of the Wilsey 
estate in Haverhill, said that his 
journey to work in Newmarket 
had been badly disrupted. 

The 45-year-old self-emp¬ 
loyed builder said: “Normally 
my journey between Haverhill 
and Newmarket takes no more 
than 20 minutes but yesterday it 
took more than 50. 

“Because lorries couldn’t get 
on the Mil, they were taking B 
roads like the B1061 though 
villages like Little Wratting. The 
roads were just horrific.” 

HGVs from local companies 
like Vion Food based in the 
village and Culina distribution, 
based in Haverhill’s industrial 
estate were also affected. 

Mr Cullen added: “Lorries 
were getting stuck at tight 
corners and narrow areas, and

were tearing up verges. They 
almost caused a number more 
accidents. 

“The infrastructure in 
Cambridgeshire and Cam¬ 
bridge is just not good enough 
to deal with large accidents, 
which are becoming more 
frequent. There needs to be a 
plan in place.” 

Mr Cullen said that large 
vehicle should not be allowed to 
simply follow their satellite 
navigation systems and must 
instead be redirected on more 
appropriate routes, such as 
through Bury St Edmunds. 

He also said: “You hear about 
all these plans to build more 
houses in the Kedington area 
and a new business park in 
Hanchett End, but do we really 
have the power, the sewage 
systems and the roads ready to 
handle it?” 

The Mil accident resulted in 
an elderly woman coach pass¬ 
enger being taken to hospital 
with serious head injuries. She 
was later said to be in a stable 
condition in Addenbrooke’s. 

Three others were admitted 
to hospital with more minor 
injuries and another was 
treated by paramedics at the 
scene. 

The lorry driver will now be 
quizzed by police after the pile 
up. 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
police said: “No arrests were 
made at the scene but we will 
be interviewing the driver of a 
lorry.”

Zoo shows off its rare new arrivals 


A RARE event has 
announced the start of 
spring at a 
Cambridgeshire zoo. 

Three Turkmenian eagle 
owlets have hatched at 
Linton Zoo and, with so 
few existing in captivity, 
the trio are a sight to be 
seen. 

Weighing in at just 50 
grams at hatching, the 
owlets were rejected by 


their inexperienced 
mother and are now being 
hand-reared by zoo staff. 

The offspring of two 
owls which were also 
hatched at the south 
Cambridgeshire zoo, the 
owlets will rapidly grow to 
weigh about one kilo each 
by the time they are three 
weeks old. 

Kim Simmons, zoo 
director, said: “The 


Turkmenian eagle owl is 
one of the largest and 
most spectacular owls in 
the world and is closely 
related to the large 
European eagle owl. 

“Sadly, though, it is 
believed to now be extinct 
in its original wild range 
around Turkmenistan. 
There are also very few in 
captivity so these three 
Easter chicks are very 


important individuals, 
although they may not 
realise it.”

COUNTY councillor Jer¬ 
emy Pembroke has retired 
as leader of Suffolk County 
Council after six years in 
the post. 

Mr Pembroke announced his 
retirement last Thursday, saying 
he does not plan to stand for re- 
election to the authority in 2013. 

He said he believes a new leader 
should be given the opportunity 
to make their mark. 

Mr Pembroke has come under 
fire in recent months for offering 
chief executive Andrea Hill her 
£218,000 salary when she was 
appointed three years ago. 

With major government cuts, 
there has been public fury over 
her salary and in recent weeks the 
issue heightened after it was 
revealed training sessions for Mrs 
Hill cost £12,000. 

Now Mr Pembroke has retired, 
the authority’s deputy leader, Cllr 
lane Storey, will take on the role of 
leader until the council’s annual 
general meeting on May 26. 

Speaking about his time as

leader, Mr Pembroke said: “It has 
been a great honour to serve as 
the leader of Suffolk County 
Council. 

“As I have said many times, I am 
passionate about Suffolk and the 


people who live here. I have 
enjoyed being leader immensely. 

“I believe we have made great 
strides in modernising the 
authority, making efficiencies and 
creating an organisation that, 
even in these difficult financial 
times, will deliver. 

“I feel this is the right time for 
me to step down to give the next 
leader enough time to prepare for 
the elections in 2013.” 

He added: "I would like to thank 
the people of Suffolk for their 
support over the last 10 years.” 

His retirement was announced 
just a day after it was confirmed 
the council’s director, Graham 
Dixon, was leaving, along with 
monitoring officer Eric Whitfield. 

Mr Pembroke will continue his 
role as a local member for the 
Cosford division. 

Ms Hill said: “It has been a 
pleasure to work for, and with, 
Jeremy. 

“His leadership, passion and 
commitment have led to huge 
improvements at Suffolk County 
Council. 

“More than that, his integrity 
and honesty have made the 
council a better place.”

The big film 


SUCKER PUNCH 
certificate 12A 109m 

IN the boxing ring, a sucker 
punch is a devastating, 
unexpected blow that sends an 
unwary opponent sprawling 
across the canvas, dazed and 
confused. 

On the big screen, director Zack 
Snyder’s action adventure 
Sucker Punch is more of a 
gentle poke in the ribs that 
renders us dazed and 
thoroughly bemused. 

There’s no doubting that Snyder 
(300, Watchmen) can 
orchestrate dazzling computer¬ 
generated visuals to a pounding 
rock soundtrack, and he can 
choreograph balletic action 
sequences laden with slow- 
motion leaps and somersaults. 
The opening sequence here, in 
which the beleaguered heroine 
protects her little sister from their 
abusive stepfather, is a triumph 
of style set to a melancholic 
version of Sweet Dreams (Are 
Made Of This), sung in 
whispering tones by lead 
actress Emily Browning. 

Snyder and co-writer Steve 
Shibuya gorge our senses with 
visions of fire-breathing dragons, 
gargantuan samurais and 



reanimated zombie soldiers, but 
they also starve our brains with a 
flimsy, nonsensical tale of reality 
versus fantasy. Characterisation 
and narrative coherence are 
completely redundant. 

Babydoll (Emily Browning) is 
institutionalised at Lennox 
House For The Mentally Insane 
by her cruel stepfather (Gerard 
Plunkett), who wants the young 
woman lobotomised so he can 
get his grubby hands on the 
family fortune. 

Abandoned at the mercy of 


head orderly Blue (Oscar Isaac) 
and psychiatrist Dr Vera Gorski 
(Carla Gugino), Babydoll seeks 
refuge in her dreams. 

She imagines the facility as a 
brothel, where Madam Gorski 
trains the girls to dance for 
gentlemen callers and Blue 
creams off the profits. 

Fellow inmates Sweet Pea 
(Abbie Cornish), Rocket (Jena 
Malone), Blondie (Vanessa 
Hudgens) and Amber (Jamie 
Chung) are slowly drawn into 
Babydoll’s alternate universe, 
where they hatch a daring 
escape plan. 

A wise man (Scott Glenn) 
advises Babydoll to seek out five 
treasures - a map, fire, a knife, a 
key and a mysterious final item - 
that will help the girls become 
mistresses of their destiny. 
Sucker Punch meshes together 
influences and motifs from 
anime, video games and 
popular culture to realise 
fantastical realms. 

The ramshackle plot is merely a 
hook for the director’s bag of 
digital tricks, promoting a 
message of female 
empowerment - so long as the 
heroines achieve their freedom 
in corsets, basques and panties.

Stunning results 
on a shoestring 



T HE spring weather 
has lured enthusiastic 
punters to garden 
centres nationwide, ready 
to snap up a plethora of 
gorgeous plants, containers 
and other sundries to make 
their garden dazzle this 
year. 

Yet research shows that in a 
tough economy, gardens are a low 
priority among householders. The 
current average spend on a UK 
garden is £482.16a year with 42 
per cent of people spending 
nothing at all on their outdoor 
areas, according to research by 
woodcare manufacturer Ronseal. 

But you can have a lovely 
garden without spending a 
fortune. When money is tight, 
there’s a crop of prudent measures 
which can be taken which will 
save you a lot of cash. 

Before visiting a garden centre, 
make a hst first and only buy what 
is on that hst. Work out what you 
really need, hst the plants and 
other essentials and stick to that 
hst. 

Walk up your garden

beforehand and see where the 
spaces are, how the plants you 
want are going to work and where 
you will put them. 

If you have a stack of containers 
to fill, consider using permanent 
plantings rather than annuals 
which will need replacing each 
year. Check in your own garden to 
see what you may be able to use. 

Overgrown clumps of 
ornamental grasses and other 
perennial plants such as hostas can 
be lifted and divided and divisions 
of the plant can be used to fill pots 
and other containers. 

Hostas in particular look great 
grown in pots, their lush green 
leaves making any shady comer of 
the patio look exotic. 

Longer-term, scan the discount 


shelves for sale plants which have 
finished flowering but should be 
absolutely fine next season. 

You can often save quite a few 
pounds on perennials which will 
bloom year after year if you’re 
prepared to wait a while for the 
results. If you’re buying shrubs, 
buy smaller plants which are 
cheaper, as the space in-between 
can be filled with hardy annuals 
grown from seed that you directly 
sow into the flower beds. They are 
easy to grow, great value for 
money, plus they give lots of 
colour all summer. Try poppies, 
com flowers, calendula, larkspur 
and candytuft. 

Don’t wait until late April or 
early May to buy trays of summer 
bedding when prices will be at 
their peak. If you want annuals, 
sow them from seed, which is a 
much cheaper option. Biennial 
seeds such as foxgloves, 
hollyhocks and sweet williams can 
also be sown to give you colour 
next year. 

Look for seed bargains on eBay 
and at discount stores such as 
Poundland, Lidl and Wilkinson. 
Cut costs further by going halves 
with fellow gardening friends, as 


you often won’t need to sow the 
whole packet. 

Alternatively, swap your 
unwanted seeds and plants for 
some you do fancy from a number 
of websites including 
www.gardenswapshop.co.uk or 
free fomms through organisations 
such as the National Gardening 
Association 

( www.garden.org/seedswap ). 

If you don’t have time to sow 


seed, visit your local car boot sale 
to pick up plant bargains as well as 
cheap garden tools. Bargains can 
also be found in the free classified 
ads on Gumtree, while you may 
pick up something for free that 
someone else doesn’t want if you 
join your local Freecycle group 
( www.freecycle. org/group/uk ). 

To increase your stock for the 
lowest price, take cuttings from 
plants such as fiischias, 


marguerites and pelargoniums. 

And if you haven’t yet started to 
make your own compost, there’s 
no time like the present. 

There’s a variety of website 
guides, but choose the more 
reliable ones such as 
www.gardenorganic.org.uk. Also 
contact your local authority to find 
out if it supplies subsidised bins in 
your area.

THE Ford Fiesta 
overtook the Vauxhall 
Corsa to become the 
nation’s favourite 
used car in 2010, 
according to new 
analysis from 

Experian, the global 
information services 
company. 285,962 
used Fiesta’s were 
sold in the UK last 
year. 

Although overall 
volumes were lower than 
in 2009, a deceleration in 
sales of over 13,000 used 
Vauxhall Corsa’s 

(278,169 sold in 2010) - 
the front runner in 2009 
- left the Fiesta in pole 
position. The only other 
change to the Top 10 was 
the Renault Clio 
(166,559) moving ahead 
of the Ford Mondeo 
(164,904) to take seventh 
place. 

Joe Myers, automotive 
general manager at 
Experian, comments: 
“Experian’s analysis 
shows that affordable 
smaller vehicles continue 
to be the most appealing 


to motorists shopping in 
the used car market. The 
success of the supermini 
segment can be put down 
to increased consumer 
interest at the value end 
of the market and greater 
demand for more fuel- 
efficient vehicles over 
recent years.” 

Experian’s data also 
reveals that the Mazda 
MX-5 outsold the Audi 
TT to become 2010’s best 
selling used sports car;

MAKING its world 
premiere at the Seoul 
Motor Show this week, 
the Kia Naimo electric 
concept car combines 
Korean heritage with 
innovative modern 
features. 

Taking its name from the 
Korean word “Ne-mo”, 
(pronounced ‘Neh-mo’, 
meaning ‘square shape’), the 
Naimo electric crossover 
utility vehicle (CUV) was 
conceived by Kia’s Seoul 
design team, and is 
characterised by simple lines 
and a solid, muscular stance. 

The simple design is accen¬ 
tuated by striking key details, 
such as the wrap-around 
windscreen and asymmetric 
sunroof, and the front and 
rear dot-style LED lights.

For example, 
Naimo has no traditional 
wiper blade on the wind¬ 
screen - instead it employs a 
high-intensity air jet at the 
base of the windscreen that 
performs an ‘air wiper’ 
function. Conventional door 
mirrors have also been 
replaced with miniature 
cameras installed in the A- 
pillars. 

Naimo’s interior was 
designed to evoke a strong 
sense of tranquility and 
features hand-crafted 
materials throughout. 

Power comes from a 
Permanent Magnet 

Synchronous Motor with a 
maximum output of 80kW 
(107bhp) and peak torque of 
280 Nm, enabling the Naimo 
to reach a top speed of 
93mph. 

A twin-pack 27 kWh 
Lithium Ion Polymer battery 
is located under the boot 
floor, providing a driving 
range of 124 miles on a single 
charge. 

Naimo joins Kia’s growing 
test fleet of hybrid, electric 
and fuel-cell vehicles.
